THE first session of the new legislature has 
closed ond the inembers are on their way 
home. Taken altogether the wo.k done 
during the last six weeks has been satistact - 
ory. The new government machinery has 
worked fairly well and as there is not likely 
to be any change for three yar, any defect 
in it will be detected and a remedy found 
by that time. The liquor question which 
excited the most interest and o¢cupied n o e 
time than any other work, except tha con- 
sideration of the revised ordinances, has 
been left about as it was found. Neither 
license or prohibition men are likely to be 
satisfied with merely memorializing the 
federal authorities, asking thom to do 
something. It was expected that the as- 
sembly would havedone something practical, 
but the nujority while in favor of a vote be- 
ing taken did not seem inclined to incur the 
expense, or risk dom any thing that the 
Dominion power might veto. It would no 
doubt have been more satisfactory to make 
provisions for taking the vote and let the 
onus of refusing it rest on the central 
authoritics. One thing was however made 
manifest by the debates and that was that the 
prohibition element is stronger in the house 
than many supposed. Whether many of 
those voting with the prohibition leaders 
did so on personel conviction or through 
pressure from the temperance element 
among their constitutents we cannot say, 
but probably both. But whatever it was it 
was sufficient to prevent any resolution in 
ta vor of license being passed, and thus revers- 
ing the action of the old council lust year in 
favor of license. In all the amendments 
the straight issue between license and pro- 
hibition was avoided and only once was a 
division taken, when even ‘indirectly license 
was usked for, and that on motion of Cayley 
that the federal government take the vote 
but if they refused to do so, then to substi- 
tute a strinxent license system. This was 
defeated by a vote ot 6 to 14. Another thing 
has been shown in the discussions on this 
question and that is that the license men 
are afraid of the vote, as all the opposition to 
it hus come from that sido, This is significant 
to say the least and bears out the contention 
Of this paper that che majority of the people 
of the Territories are in favor of a prohibi- 
tory law as against any form of license. It, 
is encourageing to have thisacknowledyment 
from the liquor men, even though it does 
come in this indirec’) manner: 

Erne amendments made tothe school law 
and prairie fire ordinance will commend 
themscives to the people of this district, 
The equalization of the grants to schoola 
will give this district about 25 per cent 
more money from the fund than formerly 
received and in consequence the burden of 
taxation will be that much lightened, The 
ooinpuls ry clauss compelling parents to send 
their children to school will be satisfactory 
to all except those who do not send their 
children to school, It is but just to both the 
children and society to tee that no person is 
tumed loose on the world without sufficient 
knowledge to enable him to do his own 
business and to read and understand thoso 
vital questions to settled in both the political 
and moval worlds. The shortening of the 
summer vacation to four weeks will meet 
with opposition from the teachers and those 
who require the services of the children 
during the busy season of summer. The 
tendency among educationists to lengthen | 
instead of shorten the summer vacation 
would seem to indicace that this was a retro-

The Prince Albert Times says: 
our representatives at ina could find 
more profitable matters tu discuss than the 
imposition of licenses on small boarding 
houses. It contends that the plea made by 
Mr. Betts that it was necessary to impose a 
license to protect the hotels is about as 
reasonable a to impose a tax on a merch 
ant doing a 85,000 business in order to pro- 
tect one doing a $50,000 business. 

A medical bill introduced by Dr. Brett 
organizes the medical fraternity into a cor- 

brate body to be called The College of 

hysicians and Surgeons of the Northwest 
Territories.“ It shall have perpetual auc 
cession; a Common seal; power to acquire, 
hold and dispose cf property; and to su“ 
and be sued.

Tux report of the Board of Education was 
received by last mail. It contains some 122 
pages of matter that is of interest to all 
friends of education in the Territories. All 
the examination papers for both the Febru- 
ary and August examinations are given. In 
February sixty-seven candidates were ex- 
amined and certificates granted to forty-two 
of those writing. Of these one received a 
first class, nine second class and thirty-two 
third class certificates. In August thirty- 
eight passed out of seventy-five, seven re- 
ceiving first, five second and twenty-six 
third-class certificates’ In 1888 there have 
been 108 Protestant schools open, being an 
increase of 18 over the previous year. 119 
teachers employed being 23 over the last 
year and 2804 pupils or 319 more than in 
1887. In the Koman Catholic section the 
figures are, 23 schools, 8 teachers and 649 
pupils, being an increase of 2 schools and 2 
teachers but a decrease of 10 pupils. For 
the year ending June 80th, 1888, the estimates 
were $42,607 and expenditure 44.347. The 
deficiency was made up by the lieutenant 
governor from surplus on other grants. The 
estinmted expenditures for the present year 
are $63,229. Correspondence between the 
Secretary of the board and the interior de- 
partment shows that the school fund has 
obtained a share in cattle ranch leases and 
in the specially surveyed districts suoh as 
Batoche, Prince Albert and Edmonton.
